Citrus  crop  prospects  in  Florida  and  Texas  were  reduced  sharply  as  a 
result  of  the  late  January -freeze.    Although  parts  of  the  crops  had  already 
been  marketed,  the  damage  was  severe  to  uoharvested  fruit,  and  total  supplies 
of  oranges  and  grapefruit  available  for  the  period  February  to  May  are  indi- 
cated to  be  about  one-third  smaller  than  a  year  earlier.    Market  prices  of 
these  two  fruits  in  recent  weeks  have  reflected  the  changed  situation  and 
have  advanced  considerably.    As  a  consequence  the  averages  in  early  February 
were  slightly  higher  than  a  year  earlier.    Since  the  freeze  did  not  extend 
to  California,  orange  production  in  that  area  was  not  affected;  in  face, 
production  prospects  have  improved  slightly  for  navel  oranges  and  lemons. 

The  out-of-storage  movement  of  apples  and  pears  continued  unusually 
large  in  January,  despite  the  reduced  export  movement,  and  market  prices 
advanced  slightly.     Cold  storage  holdings  of  these  two  fruits  on  February  1 
were  indicated  to  be  slightly  smaller  than  a  year  earlier.     If  exports  do  not 
increase  from  recent  low  levels,  however,  larger  supplies  of  apples  and  pears 
than  a  year  earlier  will  continue  to  be  made  available  for  domestic 
consumption. 

Prospects  for  early  strawberries  were  also  reduced  by  the  late  January 
freeze.     Shipments  in  recent  weeks  have  been  negligible,  and  market  prices 
have  risen  sharply.    Marketings  of  commercially  frozen  strawberries  during 
January  were  larger  than  a  year  earlier,  however,  and  they  probably  will 
continue  larger  until  fresh  berries  become  more  plentiful.    February  stocks  of 
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strawberries  and  other  frozen  fruits  combined  are  indicated  to  "be  slightly 
larger  than  a  year  earlier. 

January  1  stocks  of  important  California  canned  fruits  are  indicated 
to  be  slightly  smaller  than  a  year  earlier  and  considerably  smaller  than 
the  large  stocks  on  January  1,  193&- 

CI THUS  FRUITS 

The  indicated  production  of  winter  oranges  and  grapefruit  in  Florida 
and  Texas  was  sharply  reduced  by  the  late  January  freeze.    Preliminary  re- 
ports indicate  that  the  loss  amounted  to  7*9  million  boxes  of  winter  oranges, 
6.2  million  boxes  of  grapefruit,  and  600,000  boxes  of  tangerines.  The 
damage  was  most  severe  in  Florida,  where  the  loss  is  indicated  at  J, 6  million 
boxes  of  oranges,  3»^  million  boxes  of  grapefruit,  and  600,000  boxes  of 
tangerines.    In  Texas  early  indications  point  to  losses  of  230,000  boxes  of 
oranges  and  2.S  million  boxes  of  grapefruit. 

It  is  estimated  that  about  three-fourths  of  the  early  and  mid-season 
oranges  and  tangerines,  very  few  Valencia  oranges,  and  slightly  more  than 
two-fifths  of  the  grapefruit  crop  had  been  harvested  prior  to  February  1, 
when  a  shipping  embargo  was  made  effective  in  order  to  prevent  frozen  fruit 
from  reaching  the  market.     The  embargo  remained  in  effect  until  February  £>» 
In  Iexa:3  about  one-half  of  the  orange  crop  and  about  a  third  of  the  grapefruit 
crop  had  been  harvested  prior  to  the  freeze. 

The  freeze  did  not  effect  the  California  winter  orange  crop,  and  pro- 
duction prospects  improved  during  January  to  l6.1  million  boxes  from  15.^ 
million  indicated  as  of  January  1.     The  central  California  navels  are  mostly 
harvested,  whereas  in  the  southern  district  harvesting  as  of  February  1  was 
about  one-eight  complete. 

On  the  basis  of  preliminary  information  concerning  crop  prospects, 
marketings  to  about  February  1,  and  losses  from  the  freeze  in  Florida  and 
Texas,, the  supply  of  winter  oranges  available  for  market  after  February  1  is 
indicated  to  be  about  30  percent  less  than  that  available  a  year  earlier. 
These  oranges  will  be  the  important  source  of  market  supplies  until  about  the 
middle  of  May,  when  the  California  Valencia  crop  is  expected  to  begin  moving 
in  volume.     Indications  also  point  to  a  reduction  of  about  35  percent  from  a 
year  earlier  in  the  supply  of  grapefruit  available  for  the  remainder  of  the 
current  season. 

Production  prospects  for  lemons  increased  slightly  during  January, 
and  the  crop  was  indicated  to  total  11.1  million  boxes  as  of  February  1 
compared  with  10.6  million  boxes  the  indicated  crop  a  month  earlier,  and 
with  11.3  million  the  crop  produced  in  193&-39 • 

As  a  result  of  the  reduced  prospects  for  winter  oranges  and  grapefruit 
and  the  disruption  of  marketings,  prices  of  these  two  fruits  in  market  centers 
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rose  sharply  during  the  last  half  of  January.    Auction  prices  of  Florida 
oranges  at  New  York  City  rose': By  cent's;  per  ho^  how3,en  the  week  ended  . 
January  20  and  the  week  ended  February  3'.  "  The.--ris©  in  prices  of  California 
navel  oranges  amounted  to  S3  cents  pel-  "box..- ,-of , -Florida  grapefruit,  5?  cents, 
and  of  Texas  grapefruit  at  Chicago,  JO  cents  por  "box.     As  a  consequence, 
orange  and  grapefruit  prices  "in"early  'February  a-vo  raged  slightly  higher  than 
a  year  earlier.    Lemon  prices  changed  very  little  during  the  month  hut  in 
early  February  averaged  well  above  those  Of  a  year  earli  -r.  .. 

APPLES 

Cold  storage  holdings  of  apple 3  on  February  1  totaled  20.3  million 
bushel?.,  or  slightly  less  than  those  of  a  year  earliar  and  about  S  percent 
less  than  the  recent  5-yes.r  average  hoi dirgs  on  February  1..  itae  out-of- 
storage  movement  during  January  amounted  to  5-9  million  bushels,  or  slightly' 
more  than  the  5*6  million  bushels  moved  out  in  January  1939  and  more  than  the 
recent  5~yea:L*  average  for  January  of  5*3  million  bushels. 

In  vi^w  of  the  sharply  reduced  export  movement  of  apples  this  season 
compared  wii  ■    last  the  i  -creased  disappearso.ee  of  apples  apparently  went  into 
domestic  ccucntflption.    Lrports  in  January  1339  -  totaled  ZJk  million  bushels, 
and  if  this  amount  a s  deducted  from  the  out-of-storage  movement  for  that 
month  about  3*2  million  bushels  are  indicated  as  having .been  made  available  for 
the  domestic  market  in  January  1939*     If  exports  in  January  1940  were  no 
larger  than  in  December  lf- 39 »  the  indicated  movement  into  domestic  markets 
in  January  ZcjhO  totaled  f>,6  million  bushels,  or  an  increase  of  nearly  75 
percent* 

The  Fec!er?';   Surplus  Commodities  Co—  oration  continues  to  purchase 
apples  for  relief  distribution,  with  purchr.  .as  in  January  totaling  close  to 
1,26S, 000  bushels*     These  purchases  have  offset  to  some  extent  the  effect  cf 
the  reduction  in  exports  and  have  helped  to  strengthen  market  prices*  Whereas 
prices  probably  would  have  declined  in  January  under  the  pressure  of  the 
heavy  domestic  marketings,  they  rose  slight], y  during  the  month  and  in  early 
February  averaged  somewhat  higher  than  a  month  earlier.    Auction  prices  of 
western  apples  in  eastern  cities  averaged  higher  than  a  year  earlier. 

PFjAES  ■ 

Pear  s+6cks  as  of  February  1  totaled  716..GOO  boxes  (including  a  few 
bushel  basket r)  compared  with  #79 » 000  a  year  earlier  and  632. 000  the  recent 
5-year  average  for  February  1.     These  holdings  indicate  that  tee  out-of- 
storage  movement  during  January  amounted  to  .479,07.0  buxes,  or  slightly  less 
than  the  525.000  b)xes  moved  out  in  January. 1939  but  more  than  the  average 
January  disappearance  of  411,000  boxes.     If  the  export  movement  in  January 
1940  continued  lower  than  a  year  earlier,  as  it  has  in  the  earlier  months 
of  the  current  season,  the  movement  into  domestic  markets  probably  was  about 
as  large  as  in  January  1939.  despite  the  reduced  total  out-of-storage  movement 
this  January-     The  Federal  Surplus  Commodities  Corporation  purchased  about 
135 » 000  boxes  of  pears  during  January  and  thereby  increased  the  total  movement. 
Market  prices  cf  pears  advanced  slightly  in  recent  weeks  and  in  early  February 
averaged  higher  than  a  year  earlier. 
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The  first  cargo  of  7,01b  "boxes  of  pears  from  Argentina  arrived  at 
New  York  City  on  February  7  &ad  were  sold  at  auction  at  average  price  of 
$2.6l  per  "box;  the.  second  cargo  of  3^,000  "boxes  arrived  on  February  16  and  . 
about  lh% 000  boxes  were  sold  at  an  average  price  of  $2.Hb"  per  box»    On  the 
"basis  of  reported  charterings  of  spaces  total  imports  of  pears  from  Argentina 
this  season  are  expected  to  "bo  about  double  the  97,000  boxes  imported  last 
season*    The  total  crop  produced  in  the  Argentine  this  season  is  expected  to 
be  only  about  one-half  as  large  as  the  1939  crop. 

STRAWBERRIES  AND  FROZEN  AND  CANNED  FRUIT  SUPPLIES 

The  freezing  weather  of  late  January  severely  damaged  the  bloom  and 
fruit  of  Florida  strawberries,  and  lowered  prospective  yields.    As  a  conse- 
quence, the  Florida  crop,  indicated  aa  of  February  1,  totals  only  4-32,000 
24  -quart  crates  compared  with  5^0,000  crates  indicated  a  month  earlier  and 
765,000  crates  the  production  in  1939*    The  Florida  crop  was  late  this  season, 
and  prior  to  the  freeae  only  a  few  solid  carlots  had  been  shipped.    Since  the 
freeze  no  carlota  have  been  moved  and  market  prices  have  risen  sharply. 

Stocks  of  frozen  strawberries  as  of  February  1  totaled  3^.2  million 
pounds,  slightly  more  than  a  year  earlier,  and  indicate  that  the  out-of- 
storage  movement  during  January  amounted  to  about  3*2  million  pounds.  In 
January  1939  only  about  2.2  million  pounds  were  moved  out  of  storage.  Storage 
holdings  of  frozen  strawberries  reached  a  seasonal  low  of  22.0  million  pounds 
on  May  1,  1939  but  if  the  out-of-storage  movement  continues  larger  than  a  year 
earlier,  as  it  was. in  January  this  year,  it  is  likely  that  the  holdings  on 
May  1,  19U0  will  be  somewhat  below  those  of  1939 • 

Cold  storage  holdings  of  all  frozen  fruits  combined  on  February  1  were 
indicated  to  be  only  slightly  larger  than  a  year  earlier  but  about  35  percent 
larger  than  the  recent  5~year  average  for  February  1.  Only  holdings  of  blue- 
berries, loganberries,  and  the  unclassified  items  were  lower  than  a  year 
earlier.  Net  disappearance  of  all  frozen  fruits  is  indicated  to  have  totaled 
11.2  million  pounds  in  January  compared  with  9  million  pounds  in  January  1939 
and  6»U  million  pounds  the  recent  5~year  average. 

January  1  stocks  of  important  canned  fruits  in  California  were  re- 
ported to  be  only  slightly  smaller  than  a  year  earlier  but  about  27  percent 
smaller  than  the  unusually  large  stocks  of  2  years  ago.     Stocks  of  apricots, 
pears,  and  clingstone  peaches  were  lower  than  a  year  earlier,  but  stocks  of 
cherries  (fruit  cocktail  and  salad)  and  freestone  peaches  were  considerably 
larger.     Shipments  of  these  canned  fruits  from  the  beginning  of  season  to 
January  1  were  also  slightly  below  those  of  a  year  earlier,  but  total  sales 
were  indicated  to  be  the  largest  on  record.     If  shipments  after  January  1  are 
maintained  at  about  the  levels  of  the  previous  year,  carry-over  stocks  at  the 
beginning  of  the  new  season  will  be  about  normal  and  the  demand  for  fruit  for 
canning  probably  will  be  fairly  strong  this  season.
